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FLUID  MILK  PRICES  IN  CITY  MARKETS 

'•  .  FOR  JULY  1945  .  ,  , 


I'luid  milk  markets  in  early  July  were  full  steady  to  firm,  according  to  the  Bureau  of  Agricultural 
Scon^mics.    Denmid  for  both  milk  and  cream  improved  sharply  as  the  result  of  seasonally  higher 
temperai,ures» .  Supplies  were  "being  absorbed  through  fluid  channels  more  easily  than  throughout  most 
of  June,    Also,  the  1945  peak  in  milk  production  was  rea.ched  and  passed  in  late  June,  and  milk 
supplies  at  the  principal  consumption  markets  in  early  July  were  beginning  to  ghow  the  affects  of 
the  declining  trend.    Because  of  the  seasonal  decrease  in, production  and  the  improved  demand,  con- 
siderably less  milk  and  cream  was  being  diverted  into  manuf actui'ing  channels  than  a  month  earlier, 
particularly  in  the  northeastern  states. 

As  the  result  of  moderate  temperatures,  excellent  pastures,  good  prices  that  encouraged  an' above- 
summer  rate  of  feeding  of  concentrated  feeds,  and  near  all-time  high  in  cow  numbers,  milk  pro- 
duction continues  at  record  levels.    The  June  output,  estimated  at  13«2  billion' pounds,  was  the 
laxgest  ever  reported  for  any  month.     In  addition  to  being  5  percent  larger  than  that  of  June, 
last  year,  it  w?is.  15  percent  larger  than  the  lO-year  (1934-43)  June  average. 

Fluid  milk  prices  in  July  remained  practically  mchanged  from  those  of  June,    The  only  exceptions 
reported  in  the  sample  group  of  markets  were  Utica,  N^w  York,  and  St,  Paul -Minneapolis,  Minnesota, 
*n  the  Utica  market,  the  Class  1  price  was  down  17  cents  per  hundred  weight,  and  in  the  3t»  Paul- 
Minneapolis  market  if  was  up'l3  cents.    The  latter, increase  brought  the  Class  1  price  in  the 
3t.  Paul-Minneapolis  market  up  to  the  OPA  ceiling.    No  changes  in  retail  prices,  either  for  store 
sales  or  home  delivery,  were  reported.    The  Class  1  price  for  early  July  reported  by  dealers  in 
125  representative  markets  averaged  $3,25  per  hundred  weight,  the  sajme  average  as  reported  for 
June,    The  retail  price,  home  delivered,  for  milk  in  25  representative  cities  remained  at  14,88 
cents  per  quart,  the  same  average  that  has'been  reported  for, each  month  since  January  1944, 

In  the  field  of  market  control,  the  milk  marketing  order  covering  Cincinnati,  Ohio,  has  been 
einended  as  of  June  27,  1945,  to  provide  for  a  special  price  for  milk  used  for  the  production  of 
butter  during  Jvme  and  July  1945,    This  special  price  is  mad.e  necessary  because  of  an  increase 
over  a  year  earlier  of  around  20  percent,  in  production  in- the  Cincinnati  milk  shedj  without  a 
corresponding  increase  in  fluid  consumption,  and  is  to  be  computed  as  follows:  subtract  4  cents 
from  the  monthly  average  wholesale  price  per  pound  of  92-score  butter  at  Chicago  during  May  and 
June,  multiply  the  result  by  4,8  and  add  an  amount  further  computed  as  follows*    subtract  8,6 
c^nts  from. the  average  of  the  monthly  prices,  f.o.b,  manufacturing  plants  in  the  Chicago  area,  of 
nonfat  dry  milk  solids  made  by  spray  and  roller  process' for  .human  consumption,  and  multiply  the 
result  by  8.5, 

A  number  o^  amendments  to  the  Philadelphia  milk  marketing  order  have  been  approved  tentatively- by 
the  Office  of  Marketing  Services  of  the  United  State.s  Department  of  Agriculture*    That  agency  has 
di^rected  that  a  producer-handler  referendum  be  mads  on  the  acceptance?  of  these  amendments.  The 
date  on  which  they  will  become  effective  will  depend  upon  the  result  of  the  referendum,        -  , 

Siilce  April  1-943,  payments  have  been  made  to  handlers  in  certain  fluid, milk  markets,  for  the  pur- 
pose of  stabilizing  prices  to  consumers'.    These  payments  have  enabled  such  handlers  to  pay  higher 
pri,ces  to  producers,  in  order  to  encourage  adequate  production,  without  exceeding,-  their  retail 
ceiling  p3M.ces  for  their  milk.     It  has  just  been  announced  that  these  payments,,  which  otherwise 
would  have  ceased  at  the  end  of  June,  will  continue  after  July  1,  1S45.     It  was  stated  that  the 
payments  currently  made  for  the  various  markets  will  apply  for  the  month  of  July,  but  that  further 
payuients  are  subject  to  modification  or  even  revoc-ition,  should  con^ii^ioTia^ -ius|.ifv-

FLU:|D   MILK    PRICES.   IN    CITY  MARKETS 
FOR  SEPTEJ'DEE  1945 


Although  retail  prices  of  fluid  milk  in  city  markets  continued  unchanged  during  early  September, 
DecausQ  of  ceiling  price  regulations,  demand  for  milk  and  cream  in  city  markets  was  very  firm, 
the  Bureau  of  Agricultural  Sconoraics  rerioits.    This  firmness  ■was  a  res^ult  of  the  suspension  of 
quotas  on  fluid  milk  and  the  termination  of  hoth  the,  restrictions  on  sales  of  heavy  creairi  and  th 
limitation  on  ice  cream  production.    With  retail  prices  of  milk  delivered  to  homes  averaging 
14,88  cents  per  quart  for  25  cities,  the  price  remained  unchanged  for  the  tt-renty-f irst  consecu- 
tive month.    The  dealers'  average  buying  price  for  standard  grade  milk  used  for  city  distrihutio: 
as  nilk  and  cream  was  $3.25  per  hundredweight  during  early  September,  1  cent  .more  thaja  a  year 
earlier.    A  seasonal  advance  of  1  cent  in  buying  prices  occurred  from  August  to  September,  as  a 
result  of  an  increase  of  7  cents  per  hxondredw.eight  in  the  St,  Paul-Minneapolis  market 'and  a  gain 
of  15  cents  per  hundredweight  in  the  buying  price  at  Lexington,  Kentucky.    The  advance  at  St. 
Paul-Minneapolis  is  a  regular  seasonal  rise  provided  for  in  the  OPA  ceiling  prices  for  that  mar- 
ket.   The  shortage  of  milk  in  the  Lexington  area,  as  a  result  of  dry  pastures,  was  the  reason 
given  for  the  increase  there,  which  raised  prices  to  $3.45  per  hundredweight  for  September.  The 
v;as  no  advance  in  retail  prices  at  either  of  these  markets. 

The  suspension  of  quota  restrictions  underWar  Pood  Order  79  was  effective  August  1,  1945.  Thes 
quota  restrictions  on  sales  of  fluid  milk  and  light  ci-eam  have  been  in  effect  in  the  138  largest 
cities  of  the  Nation  since  the  fall  of  1943.  A  high  over-all  level  of  milk  production  during  re 
cent  months,  and  the  recent  favorable  trend  in  the  supplies  of  all  maniif actured  dairy  products, 
including  cheese,  butter  and  evaporated  milk,  has  made  the  suspension  of  these  restriction.s  pos- 
sible. '  ' 

Sales  of  whipping  cream  and  other  heavy  cream  products  in  the  retail  trade  are  no  longer  prohi- 
bited, as  a  result  of  the  termination  of  I'Jar  Pood  Order  13,  effective  September  .1^  1945,  Under 
this  order,  the  delivery  to  consumers  of  cream  having  a  fat  content  in  excess  of  19  percent  was 
irohibited.'  This  limitatidn  order  was  a  wartime  measure,  designed  to'sus'^ain  the  production  of 
jutter  and  other  dairy  products  essential  for  military  and  civilian  consumption. 

An  amendment  to  the  Philadelphia  milk  m^irkcting  order  was  announced,  effective  September  1,  1945 
Several  of  the  principal  revisions  are;  (l)  A  change  in  the  method  of  determining  to  what  extent 
emergency  milkvill  be'pernitted  to  difeple.ce  producers  milk  for 'Class  *  I  salSs,     (2)  Producer's 
butterfat  differential  raised  from  4  to  5  cents.    (3)    Location  diff erent^-als  affecting  producer 
prices  have  been  char.ged,  in  order  to  reflect  the  exact  differentials  allowed  handlers.'    (4)  i\n. 
alternative  formula  for  determining  thj3  Class  II  price  has  been  included,  eff  ective ,  only  vrhen 
cream  and  butter  prices  fail  to  retain  their  normal  relationship.     (S)    A  change  in^'_thi3  defini- 
tion of  producer  to  describe  more  accurately  the  "regular  suppliers"  of  milk  for  Class  I  sales, 
(s)  Extension  of  the.  basis  of  handler  assf^ssment  for  administration 'of  the  order,  by  including 
emergency  milk  as  well  as  regular  m.ilk. 

Submission  , of  a  proposed  m.ilk  marketing  order  to* producers  and.  handlers  ia  the  Minneapolis-St. 
Pp..u1  area  for  their  exceptions  has  been  announced.    Under  the  proposed  order,  Class  I  milk  would 
comprise  all  milk,  skim  milk,  and  cream  made  into  milk,  skim  milk  arid  cream  drinks.    Class  II 
includes  miilk,  skim,  milk  and  cream,  used  in  the  manofacture  of  da,iry  products.    Prices  for  Class 
I  milk  would  be  calculated  by  the  addition  of  a  premiijm  to'  the  value  cJf  milk  sold  for  raanufactur 
ing  purpose's.    'ValUe  of  rrdlk  for"  manufacturing  wbuld' be  the  "highest  'of  th^  -prices  resulting  from, 
the  following  formulas;     (j)  average  price  paid  for  milk  by  a  specified  lj.st  of  condenseries; 
(2)  a  combination  of  market  prices  for  butter  and  cheese;  (3)  a  com.bination  of  market  prices  for 
butter  and  nonfat  dry  nilk. solids.

FLUID  MILK  PRICES   IN  CITY  MARKETS  , 

FOE  OCTOBER  1945 

Fluid  milk  and  cream  markets  in  eaxly  October  were  extremely  firm,  according  to  the  United  Stsltes 
Biareau  of  Agricultural  Economics*    The  suspension  of  ¥ar  Food  Orders  Nos.  79  and  13  governing  the 
sale  of  fluid  milk  and  cream  brought  expanded  "buying  into  the  markets  in  September  that  carried 
well  over  into  October,     The  expansion  came  at  a  time  -when  milk  production  is  normally  declining, 
aiid  in  a  number  of  markets  resulted  in  short  periods  in  which  the  supplies  were  inadequate  to 
meet  the  deriand.    IfJhile  at  no  time  could  the  situation  be  considered  critical,  it  was,  neverthe- 
less, in  sharp  contrast  to  conditions  prior  to  V-J  Day  when  supplies  of  both  milk  and  cream  vrere 
sufficient  to  satisfy  prevailing  requirements*     Some  easing  off  in  the  demand  for  cream  is  ex- 
pected after  the  first  flush  is  satisfied,  and  a  more  normal  relation  between  supplies  and  demand 
should  develop  during  the  late  fall  and  winter  months* 

In  the  Kansas  City,  Missouri,  I'larket  the  price  paid  producers  for  Class  1  milk  dropped  from  $3«552 
per  hundredweight  in  September  to  $3«468  in  October,    This  drop,  however,  was  not  the  result  of 
any  weakness  in  the  market,  but  was  due  to  a  drop  in  the  condensery  price  used  in  the  formula  for 
determining  the  price  to  be  paid  producers  in  the  Kansas  City,  Misso\iri,  Market  under  a  Federal 
milk  marketing  agreement.    The  average  price  paid  producers  for  Class  1  milk  in  125  representative 
mkrkets  in  early  October  was  $3,26  per  hundredweight,  unchanged  from  the  average  of  a  month 
earlier  but  1  cent  higher  than  the  October  average  of  last  year.    The  average  retail  price  of  home 
delivered  milk,  at  14,88  cents  per  qijart,  was  the  same  as  it  has  been  since  Januar;;^'  1944, 

In  an  announcement  dated  September  1,  1945,  the  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture  stated 
that  a  recent  proposal  submitted  to  the  Department  for  an  increase  in  the  minimum  price  of  milk 
to  producers  in  the,  7/asl-ington,  D,  C,  marketing  area  had  been  denied.    The  proposal,  if  approved, 
would  have  increased  the  Class  1  price  to  producers  by  49  cents  per  hmdredweight,  and  if  passed 
oh  to  the  consumers,  would  have  raised  the  retail  price  by  approximately  1  cent  per  qiiart.  Later 
(October  5),  the  Department  announced  that  tentative  changes  to  the  Washington,  D»  C,  milk  market- 
ing agreement  were  being  submitted  to  producers  in  that  ajroa  for  consideration.    These  changes 
provide  for  the  inclusion  of  Arlington  and  Alexandria,  Virginia,  in  the  Washington  marketing  area; 
establish  3  classes  of  x^'hole  milk  irtstead  of  th<?  pr&sent  2  classes  of  skim  milk  and  1  class  of 
butterfat;  establish  price  differentials  for  milk  testing  more  or  less  than  4  percent  butterfat; 
and  suggest  the  establishment  of  a  seasor^l  adjustment  fund  to  encourage  greater  production  during 
the  fall  months. 

The  Department  also  announced  that  a  public  hearing 'was  being  held  October  10  in  Sioux  City,  lowaj 
to  consider  an  increase  in  the  Class  1  and  Class  2  prices  of  milk  paid  producers  in  that  market-  ' 
ing  area;  and  that  a  meeting  was  being  held  in  Omaha,  Nebraska,  on  October  12  to  consider  similar 
increases  for  producers  in  the  Omaha-Council  Bluffs  marketing  area# 

Milk  production  continues  on  the  high  level  that  lias  so  far  characterized  1945;  although,  because 
of  a  heavy  increase  in  production  diiring  the  last  four  months  of  1944,  the  margin  of  increa.se  over 
the  production  of  the  corresponding  period  a  year  earlier  is  gradually  narrowing.    For  September, 
milk  production  was  estimated  at  9,8  billion  pounds,  an  increase  of  5  percent  over  the  production 
of  September  last  y^ar,  and  the  largest  September  production  ever  recorded.    Pastures  in  September 
were  generally  good,  and  in  addition,  producers  fed  rather  heavily  of  grain  and  other  concentrates. 
The  daily  quantity  of  fe-ed  reported  fed  on  October  1,  was  7  percent  greater  than  the  quantity  fed 
on  October  1,  1944,  and  12  percent  greater  than  on  the  jxrresponding  date  of  1943,    The  number  of 
milk  cows  now  on  farms  is  slightly  smaller  than  the  number  on  farms  at  this  time  last  year,  but 
this  decrease  is  being  more  than  offset  by  a  heavier  production  per  cow« 


NOTE:    Following  the  suspension  of  WFO-13  prohibiting  the  sale  to  consumers  of  cream  \oth  a 
butterfat  content  in  excess  of  19  percent,  ai^d  beginning  with  this  issue,  data  on  the  wholesale 
and  retail  prices  of  whipping  cream  are  once  more  being  collected  and  published.

FOR  NOVH'SEH  1945 

Fluid  milk  and  cream  markets  were  extremely  firm  in  3arly  November,  with  acc\ite  shortages  of  sup- 
olies  for  "bottling  purposes  developing  in  many  markets,  the  Bureau  of  Agricultural  Scononics  re- 
ports,   ShortrxgGS  were  attributed  to  shaxply  increased  demands  and  seasonally  decreasing  supplies, 
A  portion  of  the  increased  demand  has  "been  caused  "by  the  gains  in  consuming  population  through

Milk  production  for  the  co-ontry  as  a  whole  during  early  November  is  probablj''  little  changed  from  a 
year  e(  "^er,  although  some  markets  report  somewhat  lower  production  in  the  surrounding  milk  shed. 
In  New  York  City  t-he  milk,  supply  lias  become  so  short  in  rol.ation  to  the  demand  that  the  Board  of 
Health  issued  an  emergency  order  to  elim.inate  the  sale  of  fresh  cream  which  contained  in  excess  of 
20  percent  butterfat;  to  eliminate  the  use  of  fresh  cream  in  the  m;3mufactiire  of  frozen  deserts; 
3jid  to  prevent  the  use  of  either  fluid  milk  or  fresh  cream  in  the  processing  of  sour  cream  and 
creamed  cheese, 

■•Jhile  the  average  dealer's  buying  price  for  milk  of  3.5  percent  butterfat  during  early  November 
vas  unchanged  both  froirata  month  earlier  and  a  year  earlier  at  $3,23  per  hundredvreight,  thei'e  were 
a  few  scattered  increases  in  prices.    Dealer's  buying  p'^ices  in  the  Kfoisas  Cit'y,  Missouri,  market 
rose  7  cents  per  hundredweight  over  the  early  October  price.    In  the  Salt  Lake.  City,  Utah,  :market 
a  revision  in  ceiling  prices  has  changed  the  method  of  payments  to  producers  from  a  butterfat 
ba.sis  to  a  price  per  hyJidred'.v'-eight  graduated  accordiiig  to  butterfat  content.    This  revision  caused 
an  increase  of  28  cents  per  hundredxreight  in  the  price  being  paid  for  milk  of  S.-S  percent  butter- 
fat content.    The  retail  price  for  milk  delivered  to  homes  in  25  cities  averaged  14,83  cents  for

In  the  New  York  Metropolitsja  Hilk  Marketing  Area,  the  producers  price  of  Class  I-A  milk  (fluid 
milk)  is  being  held  unchanged  at  $3,70  per  hjondred^/eight  d-uring  the  period  November  1  thru  ^iarch 
31,  J.946,,  ^according  to  action  taken  by  the  "United  States  Department  of  Agriculture,    Operation  of 
the  pricing  formula  in  Order  27  has  been  suspended  "fdr "  this  period,  '  because,  a  price  drop  was  an- 
ticipated owing  to  a  decline  in  the  price  of  nonfat  dry  milk  solids* 

Producers  in  m.-any  cities  are  petitioning  for  hearings  to  consider  increase  in  dealer's  buying 
prices  in  order  to  encourage  larger  supplies  of  milk  and  cream.    Public  hearings  were  held  "during 
October  for  this  purpose' at  the  request  of  producers* organisations  in  the,  Toledo,  Ohio,  Dayton- 
Springfield,  Orxio,  and  the  Tri-State  (Ky,  ¥,'Va, ,  Ohio)  m^arkets,    Ea.ch  of  these  markets  is  extreme- 
ly short  of  milk  supplies,  and  any  reduction'  in  prices  under  current  price  making  formulas  woiild 
further  agipravato  the  shortage, 

k  hearing  \\ras  called  by  the  U,  S,  Department  o^  Agriculture  in  Omaha,  Nebraska,  on  October  12  to 
consider  an  increa.se  for  Class  I  and  Class  II  prices  of  milk  paid  producers  supplying  ths.t  market. 
The  difference  between  prices  for  fluid  milk  and  n:anuf actur ing  milk  in  this  area  is  held  by  pro- 
ducers ^o^  be  insufficient  to  compensate  for  costs  incurred  by  dairymen  in  producing  milk  in  ac- 
cordance with  health  standards  for  fluid  milk  in  tha^  'market.  •  ' 

Need  for  gn  increase  in  Class  I  and  Class  II  milk  prices  in  the  Fort  ¥ayne  marketing  area  was  the 
reason  given  'for  a  hearing  called  in  that  city  foi;  IJoxeipber  2,    Under  the  Fort  ¥aync  price-making 
formula-,,  -prioes  for  the  .Class.  I  and  II  milk  haye  decreased  during  the  last  year,    Kany  sui*round- 
ing  manufacturing  plants  have  been  able  to  pay  higher  prices,  because  of  shipping  si-ieet  cream  to 
maxkets  outside  the  area.    This  narrowing  margin  has  caused  certain  Fort  Wayne,  dairyrr.en  to  divert 
their  milk  to  manufacturing  pLmts  otA  has  decreased  the  supplies  of  milk  for  fluid  use, 

A  proposed  order  to  regulate  milk  handling  in  the  Columbus,  Ohio,  marketing  area  is  being  sub- 
mitted to  producers  and  handlers  far  their  exceptions.
